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Councilman faces molestation charges 


Miller to step down amid 
allegations of fondling girls

Jeff Miller on Friday told Marion 
County Republican leaders he will step 
down from the City-County Council af- 
ter prosecutors charged him with three 


counts of child molesta- 
tion. 

Miller faces three level 
4 felony counts of child 
molestation, according to 
court records in which he 
is quoted as acknowledg- 
ing there might be truth 
to the allegations. 

Each charge would carry a sentence 
of two to 12 years in prison if Miller is 
convicted. He was arrested Friday after-

noon. 

Miller is accused of fondling two 
young girls at his Fletcher Place house, 
according to a probable cause affidavit 
filed Friday in Marion Superior Court. 
The 50-year-old Republican council 
member did not respond to requests for 
comment. 

The charges against Miller come as 
celebrities and politicians across the 
country are facing allegations of sexual 
misconduct. The widely spread allega- 


tions about prominent film executive 
and producer Harvey Weinstein played 
a role in one complaint against Miller. 

One girl saw the Weinstein story on 
television and decided to tell her father 
about massages she had received from 
Miller, according to court records. The 
10-year-old told her father the touching 
was inappropriate. 

Miller on Oct. 21 gave a statement to

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State 
faces SIB 
suit over 
truck fees 


Stakes could be huge 
in Unified Carrier matter

A class-action lawsuit accuses the 
state of Indiana of illegally collecting 
more than $1 billion in fees from truck- 
ers across the nation — and could set up 
a high-stakes showdown between two 
top Indiana Republicans. 

The lawsuit filed Friday in Marion 
County Superior Court accuses the Indi- 
ana Department of Revenue of collect- 
ing annual Unified Carri- 
er Registration fees from 
hundreds of thousands 
of truckers across the na- 
tion without authoriza- 
tion under Indiana law. 

The attorney behind 
the lawsuit is Jim Bopp, a 
high-powered Republi- 
can attorney from Terre Haute best 
known for representing Citizens United 
in a U.S. Supreme Court case that over- 
turned restrictions on political spend- 
ing by corporations, nonprofits and la- 
bor unions. 

‘Tm a conservative who does not 
want to see government overreaching, 
taxing people and collecting money un- 
less the people authorize it through the 
legislature,” Bopp said. “What’s impor- 
tant to me is that government stays 
within its bounds. This has got to be one 
of the most expensive violations of law 
that I’ve seen.” 

His client is the Small Business in 
Transportation Coalition, a trucking in- 
dustry trade group with a colorful and 
controversial leader who recently orga-
